Twelve hundred millions of this 
sort of property is represented by about eighty- 
eight members. In the last Congress the slave 
states had one hundred members; in the present 
Congress I think the number is eighty-eight, who 
have seats based in part upon property qualifica- 
tion, a basis which is itself a violation of the 
rinciples of the Constitution, which is unknown 
in the free States, and upon a species of property 
which has no existence, and can have none, in 
the free States. 
And whatever may be the politics of members, 
Democrat or Federalist, Republican or Monarch- 
ist, they all unite in the defence of the slave sys- 
tem. ‘This power prohibits all speech and action 
on the subject of slavery. Your representatives 
can do nothing, they are checked and forbidden 
in various ways: your petitions are not allowed 
to be heard, and discussions. of the question are 
kept out of Congress: the press is silent on this 
subject,—the press dare not publish any thing 
affecting the interests of slavery.. I believe it is 
most important to have the Constitution amended 
in that part which provides for this property re- 
presentation in the slave States. For what is to 
avail all your efforts for the abolition of slavery 
in the slave States? You'are directing your ef- 
forts. to this: end, and are unable to resist the en- 
croachments of the slave power upon the liberties 
of the free states. While itis saidthat Anti- 
slavery is interfering with the institutions of the 
south, the southern slave system is encroaching 
upon the privileges of northern freemen. 
The present state of things, therefore, is not an 
attempt on the part of the abolitionists to put 
down slavery in the South, but it is an-effort on 
the part of the slave power to crush the liberties 
of the people of the free States. The rights of

He had a great, 
great grandfather who was a wonderful man, only 
surpassed by his notable descendant. Ah—he 
comes of a noble stock—he isa man of blood! 
The same feeling extends to his own children, 
who reflect the superior image of the parent. Do 
you not see that this man’s pride of race, pride of 
country, pride of family, all resolve themselves in- 
to one feeling—the love of himself? It is intense 
selfishness which leads him to glorify every thing, 
near or remote, with which he is connected. Such 
a man as this cannot do justice to others. Local 
attachments and prejudices will be forever per- 
verting his sense of right and wrong. In ques- 
tions iu which his race, his country, or his fami- 
ly are involved, his views will be as contracted, 
his actions as unjust, as were the views and acts 
of the ancient Jews, who denounced the Gentiles 
as dogs, and claimed for themselves the special 
favor of the Almighty. 

Whatever may be his theory, he will always 
proceed on the practical assumption, that his 
race, his country, his family, himself, are perfect. 
Does O’Connell boast that the Irishman never 
disgraced himself by trading inhuman blood and 
bones—“pshaw! the Irish are lazy, but the Sax- 
on is bold, ambitious, persevering and industrious, 
and his foot will be upon the neck of every peo- 
plein the world, who do not equal him in these 
characteristics.” Does he denounce the slavery of 
the Southern states of this Union,—he is a braw- 
ling demagogue: we have no patience with any 
man who abuses our country! 

True patriotism is a natural and praiseworthy 
affection. The love of the country, where we 
drew our natal breath, on whose soil we have 
trodden from infancy, with whose varied scenery 
are associated the chequered events of our lives, 
among whose inhabitants we have found our best 
friends, by whose laws we have been sheltered, 
has peculiar claims upon our love and gratitude. 
But, when it blinds us to the faults of our coun- 
trymen, and the vices of their institutions, or 
renders usilliberal tow ards people of other climes 

- when, in a word. it impairs that universal re- 
gard for all the members of the human family, 
which Christianity and Reason enjoin, it 
ceases to be a virtue, and becomes at once an ab- 
surdity anda crime.

As might be expected, nine-tenths of all the capi- 
tal employed directly in the foreign trade, is in 
the cities of the free states. From causes which 
our Southern friends will not understand, capital 
has a wonderful tendency to flow northwardly, 
New Orleans, the great exporting city for the 
West ana South-west, has only 8 houses in the for- 
eign trade, not one-fifth as many asin Cincinnati.

Now, sir, according to the “corrected census” 
of 1840, there are THREE staves 1v On1o. They 
are to be found, one in Fayette, Lawrence co., 
a male, between 36 and 55; one in Hopewell, 
Muskingum co., a female, between 10. and 24, 
and the other in Israel, Preble co., a male, be- 
tween 24 and 36. I quote fromthe “corrected 
census,” as published by the Secretary of State 
in 1841. 

When the census was published, I published 
the fact in the Evangelist, two or three times 
and tried to get some one tolook into the matter, 
but failing in this, I dropped it, as I knew noone 
in those counties to write to, and no other paper 
in the State seemed to notice it. By looking at 
the census from the county, kept at the Clerk’s 
office, the name of the person who reported them, 
(or in whose family they were,) can be ascer-} 
tained. I hope now the inquiry may be made, 
that it may be ascertained, whether slaves are 
really held in Ohio. 


According to the same census, there are only 
three free states in the Union, viz: Maine, 
Massachusetts, (two slaves were reported from 
Massachusetts, and by the action of Mr. Ad- 
ams, the census for his state was corrected,) and 
ichi No wonder the er rules the 
nation.

Meaning General Washington’s. 

In stating the views of an opponent, the ut- 
most precision of language is desirable; other- 
wise, new issues are continually raised, and any 
thing like a compact, logical discussion becomes 
impossible, 

The error, if it be one, imputed tous by the 
Gazette, we never committed. We stated what 
no one acquainted with history will deny :—that 
the era in which Washington lived, as compared 
with the era in which we live, was one of dark- 
ness on the subject of slavery. 

To illustrate :—then the slave-trade was gener- 
ally considered legitimate. Now itis regarded 
as piracy by the laws of the United States and 
Great Britain, and there exist treaties among the 
civilized powers of the earth for its suppression, 
Then, there had been no St. Domingo struggle, 
demonstrating the impossibility of continuing 
slavery; no British, no South American, no Tu- 
nisian abolition acts, proving beyond doubt, the 
complete safety of immediate emancipation.— 
What! does our neighbor not know that on the 
ist of August 1838, six hundred thousand slaves 
were “turned loose”, as he calls it, in the British 
Colonial possessions, where, in most cases, the 
blacks outnumbered the whites, and does he not 
know that not a drop of blood was shed, not a 
plantation fired, not an act of violence perpetra- 
ted by the emancipated slaves? He does know 
it—and so does Henry Clay—for the letters which 
this gentleman permitted to be addressed to him- 
self by John Joseph Gurney, advised him of these 
things; and there is not an intelligent man, that 
knows any thing about the West Indies, who will 
riskjhis reputation by denying them. The light of 
this great experiment was not vouchsafed to 
George Washington. Henry Clay lives and holds 
his slaves in the midst of it. The former advoca- 
ted gradual, but certain emancipation throughout 
the country—but the doctrine of immediate em- 
ancipation haé not been broached, much less the 
practice of it tried. 

Does not the plainest common sense teach that 
this striking difference in the circumstan- 
ces of the two men, should be taken into the 
account in comparing their acts upon this sub- 
ject? And when, under circumstances so much 
more unfavorable to a right decision, than those 
which surround Mr. Clay, General Washington 
pledges himself again and again to the support of 
alaw for the abolition of slavery throughout the 
country, declaring this to be among his first wish- 
es, while Henry Clay sets his face against not 
only the passage of any law upon the subject in 
his native State, but uses his powerful influence 
to repress even discussion on the subject, and 
this too throughout the country—we confess we 
do feel deeply indignant that our neighbor should 
persist in comparing their Anti-Slavery virtues.

Low Fares. 

A correspondent of the Boston Courier furnish- 
es some useful tables showing the benefit of low 
fares upon railways. On two of them in Eng- 
land, a considerable reduction has been made 
during the past year, and the result has been, a 
large increase’of revenue.

been followed by a decided increase of revenue, 
while high fares have uniformly resulted in a di- 
minution.

Want and Crime. 

There can be no doubt that the destitution of 
the poorer classes in England hus been increasing 
steadily for years past. The common theory is 
that want leads to crime—that the sufferings of 
poverty harden the heart, and tend to make men 
desperate. In accordance with this, we should 
expect to find crime keeping pace with increas- 
ing want fn England, as elsewhere. Such, how- 
ever, does not appear to be the fact. A parlia- 
mentary paper hasjust been published, furnishing 
tables of the committals and executions for mur- 
der, in England and Wales, in every six years, 
from: 1812 to 1842. 

During the six years ending 1818, the number 
of committals was 444, executions, 122: The 
population in 1811 was about 12% millions—in 
1821, fourteen millions, four hundred thousand, 
The average between 1812 and 1818 may be set 
down at 13,000,000.

Did 
not.this great man allege as one of the insur- 
mountable obstacles to emancipation, that twelve 
hundred millions. of dollars was: invested in ne- 
gro-slaves as property? What! said he—do 
you rashly propose by a single fiat of legislation, 
to annihilate this immense amount of property? 
To annihilate it without indemnity, and without 
compensation. to its owners.” 

Cin. Gaz.—My dear sir—what is the use of re- 
iterating these things? I tell you he is above 
such grovelling considerations. ‘*Y ow donot know 
him of whom you speak—neither his generosity 
—nor his courage—nor his benevolence—nor his 
manliness.” 

Bystander.—Gentlemen, I see there is some- 
thing to be said on both sides of the question; but, 
the case requires different presentations, on the 
Southern and Northern banks of the Ohio. The 
facts are clearly with our Southern friend---the 
thetoric with the Gazette ——(Ezit all.) 





Coinage of the United States, 
Beside the principal mint of the United States 
at Philadelphia, there are three branch mints, 
one at Charlotte, N. C., one at Dahlonega, Ga., 
and one at New Orleans. The salaries. of the 
principal officers at these branch mints amount 
to $20,000 annually—beside which, large sums 
of money have been spent upon buildings, appa- 
ratus, and luxuries. 
Why there should be mints at Charlotte and 
Dahlonega, we know not, except to afford situa- 
tions for Southern gentlemen. For, from 1838 to 
1842 inclusive, the sum total of their coinage 
amounted only to $1,439,668. The total value 
of the coinage of the United States from 1793 to 
December 3ist 1842, was $90,522,163,49. Of 
this $85,873,052,49 was coined at the U. States 
mint at Philadelphia; where, we suppose, the en- 
tire coinage might.be done, at the least expense. 
The following tables show the amount of De- 
posites and Coinage at the United States mint, in 


1842.

The following table of Deposites and Coinage 
of the three branch mints shows more than twice 
the difference, the Deposites being nearly one- 
fifth less.

Loss on the coinage $254,416 
Ftom 1831 to 1840, the coinage amounted to 
$44,473,181,27—oreater than in the whole pre- 
ceding period of tbe operations of the mint. 
The gold from the mines of the United States, 
deposited inall the mints, from 1834, when the 
mines: began to be worked, to 1842, amounted to 
$7,692,239. The greater part of this was from 
Georgia and North Carolina, the latter state yield- 
ing the larger quantity. The heaviest deposites 
were made in the years 1833.and °34—the value 
in each year being $808,000. In 1842, the val- 
ue was $777,000, higher than in any. other 
year, except those just named. 
We should think Congress might easily re- 
trench expenses, by. dispensing with the Branch 
mints—thus saving the salaries of numerous offi- 
cers, and economizing in the cost of coinage.

THE BAKER’S DAUGHTER. 
AN. ANECDOTE, 


_A few. years ago, I went to reside in the 
town of C , inthe county of Essex, 
and having one day occasion to seek shel- 
ter from the shower, chance conducted me 
to the shop of a baker, where I was cour- 
teously received, and entertained with va- 
rious odds and ends of gossip respecting the 
neighborhood. There was, however, one 
subject uppermost in the mind of the baker, 
and that was an incident connected with 
his family, which he seemed desirous of ex- 
patiating upon ; and giving him due encour- 
agement he related the following particu- 
lars :— 

He had five daughters, all grown up, and 
whom he had educated to the best of his 
limited means and opportunities. The eld- 
est was married and settled in London, and 
the youngest followed the profession a man- 
tua-maker in her native town. Sarah the 
second daughter, and heroine of the family, 
went to pay a visit to her married sister in 
the metropolis, and during her stay, she 
‘occasionally employed a leisure hour in 
examining the attractive objscts displayed 
in the shop windows of some of the princi- 
pal streets. It happened, on one of these 
Occasions, that she unconsciously arrested 
the notice of a gentleman who was passing 
at the moment, and who, being struck by 
her appearance, and yielding to the im- 
pulse of first impressions, resolved to watch 
her movements. She continued her ramble, 
and while she was walking on, the gentie- 
man never lost sight of her a moment.— 
After following her for a considerable time, 
he saw her pass down a narrow street, and 
enter the shop of a green-grocer.. Here he 
waited patiently in the expectation that she 
would in make her appearance; but 
being disappointed in this, he entered, and 
found it was the place of her residence. By 
a littie address, he obtained an interview 
with her, when a conversation ensued, 
which terminated favorably. He called on 
the morrow, renewed the acquaintance, and 
on the third day, induced her to walk out 
withhim. Whilst in company, he candidly 
told her that his mind had been remarkably 
impressed on first seeing her, and that it 
was his wish and design to make her his 
wife, if she would permit him that happi- 
ness. He nextstated that he wasa colonel 
in the Russian service; and that he was 
born in England, and had come over to see 
his native country and friends; that he 
was about toreturn to Poland again to join 
his regiment. If, however, she gave her 
consent, there would be but one obstruc- 
tion to their union; viz; the married law of 
Russia required that before marrying, the 
permission of the emperor should be obtain- 
ed. This he promised to procure, provided 
that, upon considering his proposition, her 
decision should be favorable to his hopes.

As may naturally be supposed, the poor 
girl was astonished and overpoweréd at this 
unexpected announcement.

land, but now attached to the Russian 
‘crown, and containing'a population of about 
five thousand inhabitants, together witli a 
royal castle and gardens—one of the sum- 
mer residences of the emperor, to whose 
staff the colonel was attached. Here she 
was agreeably and unexpectedly introduced 
into the family of a resident English physi- 
cian, where the lover met her. Two days 
elapsed in making the necessary bridal pre- 
parations; and on the morning of the third, 
the colonel, accompanied by a friend, pro- 
ceeded to church, followed by the carriage of 
one of the princes, in which was ‘the prin- 


excellency, the governor, and other friends, 
completing the procession. \ 
Previous to the girl’s departure from 
home, she had promised her father that she 
would send him a duty attested copy of the 
marriage indenture. This'she did; but the 
person to whose care it was intrusted, after 
keeping it several months, returned it to 
her, having been disappointed in his expect- 
ed voyage. During this interval of suspense 
and anxiety, the feelings of the poor man 
were distressing. He thoughtof his daugh- 
ter with fearful apprehensions; his mind, to 
use his own phrase, was in a terrible’ tur- 
moi]. At length the wished-for document 
arrived, and dispelled his fears; since which 
several letters have been received from the 
fair adventuress to her father, expressive of 
her having realized her fondest hopes, and 


amiable and best of men. His company, 
she says, is universally courted, and he is 
esteemed and beloved by all. Their house 
is situated in the principal street; its furni- 
ture is neat and elegant, but not sumptuous, 
and they have three servants. Their mode 
of spending the day is this: after breakfast 
she retires to dress, and then sits down to 
her French lessens (that being the language 
spoken in the place, and one of which she 
is ignorant;) at two they dine; in the after- 
noun. she works, while he reads to her un- 
til five; they then walk together into the go- 
vernor’s gardens (abounding with the fin- 
est orange trees in Europe,) or into thelarge 
pine forests that surrounded the town.— 
These are stocked with wild deer, various 
kinds of game, squirrels, and birds of beau- 
tiful plumage. Alter tea, the remainder of 
the evening is devoted to reading and con- 
versation, Such is the plan of the day, oc- 
casionally enlivened by paying and receiv- 
ing visits. To use her own words, “every 
hour adds to my happiness, which is of that 
calm and heavenly nature, it resembles a 
pleasing dream; and, indeed, often do I ask 
myself, can this be true? or will not the de- 
lightful iJlusion vanish?” In a letter from 
the colonel to his father-in-law, he says, 
** that his rank entitled him to form alliance 
with families of higher pretension vhan that 
of his daughter, he had been guided by his 
affections in his choice; and that he was sat- 
isfied with the step, for that his companion 
proved to him a most excellent and affec- 
tionate wife.” After residing about two 
years at Bialystok, the colonel and his lady 
settled in St. Petersburg. 

Here ended the baker’s account of his 
daughter’s fortune, and as the old man short- 
ly afterwards died, I-am- unable to. present 
any further particulars of this romantic 
story. 

{Our readers will understand that this 
short paper is only presented as a curious 
anecdote of real life, and not as an. exemp- 
lar of conduct. Proceedings such as those 
of the Russian colonel are certainly, in the 
‘present state of society, extremely. impru- 
dent; and those of the baker’s daughter were 
nearly-as much so.
